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As a part of a nation-wide 
safety campaign of the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce,

This program was 
first started in Corvallis, Ore­ 
gon, last August and the Ja y ­ 
cees there installed 
17,OOO seat 
belts 
in a town of 20,000 peo­ 
ple. 
The project has grown into 
a 
national 
p -oject 
and 
the 
Hamlin Jaycees are now offer­ 
ing the belt to the people of 
Hamlin at the low cost of univ 
$0.95 per belt. 
While the first step in the 
program is to get the public 
to install the belts, it is mon 
important that they use them. 
The following 
article 
ap­ 
peared in the July issue c f the 
Texas Law Enforcement Foun­ 
dation Bulletin, written 
by 
Carolyn Seav Bengston for the 
Austin American. 
It answers 
most of the questions as to 
why the public should use seat 
belts. 
When you read in the paper 
a person dying of a snake bite 
or hear of somebody dying of 
tuberculosis, you become emo­ 
tionally disturbed. Arui right­ 
fully so. 
Yet each year less than 20 
people die of snake bites. And 
less than 3,000 deaths result 
from TB. 
Meanwhile, however, 40,000 
Americans are killed annually 
in automobile accidents. 
And 
more than one and cne-half 
million injuries deprive one and 
one-ha lf 
million 
people 
of 
their ability 
to work 
some­ 
times just for a day, some­ 
times forever. Material dam­ 
age runs into the billions of 
dollars. 
But we simply are not a- 
ware of automobile deaths 
in j 
the quantitative aspects, says j 
DK. HEINRICH LAMM, head | 
of the Texas Medical Associa- : 
tion's committee on transpor­ 
tation safety. 
German-born, 
Dr. 
Lamm 
came to the U.S. 25 years ago 
and is now a surgeon in H ar­ 
lingen At least one of bis pa­ 
tients a month is the victim of 
a car wreck. 
He recently spoke in Austin 
on “How To Keep From Being 
Killed in an Automobile Acci­ 
dent Without Really trying," 
His solution is a simple one: 
the safety belt. But be knows 
the problems of 
convincing 
people that they MUST wear 
a safety belt in the car, even 
when just driving around the 
block. 
“Those of us who have safety 
belts are well aware cf their 
importance and certainly use 
them when traveling some dis­ 
tance. But you can get hurt 
seriously, 
when 
driving 
20 
miles an hour in town,’ 
Dr. 
Lamm insists. 
He presented a demonstra­ 
tion with a raw egg. When he 
placed 
it 
in 
styrofoam 
and 
dropped 
it, the 
e.:g 
didn’t 
break. . . but without the sy- 
rofcam, it did. 
“Now you 
obviously 
can t 
pack a driver into styrofoam," 
Lamm admits, “as you can 
egg. You can’t even provide 
padding 
that 
benefits a 
spaceman. 
• But you can 
fasten 
the 
driver to the car, so he can’t 
be tossed around or ejected in 
case of impact. The car itself 
can be converted to the arm or 
a driver wears." 
Dr. Lamm points out that 
a safety belt will protect a per­ 
son from being so severly in­ 
jured by the three most com­ 
mon parts of the car 
the 
windshield (which causes skull 
and face injuries), the steer­ 
ing wheel (which causes chest 
contusions and 
serious 
dam­ 
age to the respiration system) 
and 
the 
dashboard 
(which 
causes 
broken 
kneecaps 
and 
dislocated hips). 
But 
these facts have been 
kntw n for a long tim e- for 
the IO years or more that Dr. 
Lamm has faithfully worn one 
and 
continuously 
campaigned 
for their use. Why don’t peo­ 
ple accept them more readily? 
Well, there are eight reasons 
but Dr. Lamm has an an­ 
swer for each of them: 
I. Statistics prove that you 
can travel an average of 200 
million miles before your num­ 
ber comes up for a serious ac­ 
cident. You think tho chances 
are pretty good nothing is go­ 
ing to happen. But, Dr. Lamm 
paints out,
